OUR WATER SUFFLY.

A Histovieal Sketoh.

Primitive Appliances—How Our Fore-
fathers Quenched Their Thirst—
Woells and Pumps Give Place to
Wooden Engines and Pipes,
and They in Tum to
All'the Modern Im-
provements.

Philadelplhions have always been proud of the
arrungements made to furnlsh a eoplons sapply
of water to all in the llmit of this city, and the
Falimount Works have generally boen the first
of our sights shown to country cousins, In
carly times we had good reason to boast of our
preseminence over other cities in the quality and
quantity furnished; and althongh many good
bodies muay have felt some misgivings at the
stinted allowanee doled out In the memorable
drought of this sumimer, yot thore i8 no reasom
to fear a loss of the hospijable reputation of the
Quaker Clty.  All humoen econtrivances some-
thmes “peg out,” as “Honest Old Abe” nsed to
say. Chicago may have a stray anchor
knotk & hole in her Lake tunnel; and
the fumous Croton Aquednet bas Lo dry up when
the head waters fall, In old times, William
Peon, charmed with its natural beautics, wrote,
“My oye, though not my heart, I& npon Fair-
mount:” and this appears to have been the
moito thot has induced the tinkering away at
the old machinery for ko many years. Until
very recently the plan of late officials seems to
have been to make temporary arrangements to
vun the old wooden wheols from year to
year, while longing woyes have becn ecast
townrds the project of a huge aqueduct to earry
the waters of u little streain a good many miles
to town. Late scientific investigations have
satisfactorlly shown that the Schuylkill will fur-
nish o plenteous supply for generations to come:
and with this comfortuble assurance & retrospec-
tive ginnce ot the growth of the Water Works
to thelr present mmense hroporiions cannot but
prove interesting. For many of the statisties
presented we are indebled to the courtesy of the
present cilicicnt Chief Enginger, Mr. Frederic
Graii.

Wells and Pamps.

Springs and brooks were the first sonurces for
supplying water to the early settlers of Phila-
delphin,  Vatson, in his “Aunals,” relates that
the conveniences of pumps were rarely gcon for
many years in the primitive city, and that even
the wells for the use of families were generally
public and in the streets. These wells lying
open in the highways, and presenting danger-
ons trape to unwary strollers, were ocea-
sionally proseunted ns nuisances by the grand
juries, the oldest record being “Two old and
very deep wells lylug open at Centre Square,”
in 15338,

The Gawlfe, in 1505, urged that “some public
wells are wanting:” and the Union Fire Com-
pany appear to have Kept a watchful gye over
them, us in 174 they advertised p roward of £3
**for apprebending the persons who stole the
nozzles from High strect and other streets.”
Kalm, who passed through the eity in 1748,
states there was a well to every honse, and
several in thesirects, all glving good and elear
water. The folks of those bygone days, with all
their reputation for staidness and decornm, ap-
pear to have been as great epicures In their
modest style as thelr more extravagant great
grandehildren in the sixth genecration. Some
of the pumps were noted for the quality of their
water, and the old wooden handles were kept
a~going famously. The water in the yard of a
bouse in Norrig' alley hidd the questionable ad-
vantage ol being decmed the best in the eity,
and one pump in Walout strect was celebrated
among housewives for its peculiar adapta-
bility to boiling greens.

Although good water was obtained by digging
but n few feet below the surface in almost any
part of the chiy, yet it was soon diffieult to
multiply them sufficiently (o supply the de-
mande of the Increasing popnlation, and finally
even these, in many cases, became unsuitable
for use by the contamnination of cesspools.

| Zhis iucrensing impurity of the water naturally
| excited the public mind, and the public prints of
| that day angitated the necessity of a reform,

The ravages of the yellow fever in 1708.04
especially awoke the atiention of the community
to the lmporative need that a more copious sup-
ply of water should be obtained to jnsure the
health, comfort, and preservation of the eom-
munity. Long before this Benjamin Franklin
had advocated a recourse to some outalde

; source of supply, and in his will, dated June 23,

1789, is the followlug clause: —
“And having considered that the covering of

| the ground plot of the ity with buildings and

pavements, which carry off most of the raln,
and prevent its souking Into the earth, and re-
newing and purifving the springs, whence the
water of the wells must gradually prow worse,
and in time be unfit for use, as 1 find has hap-
pened in all old citles, I'recommend that at the
end of the first hundred years, if not done
before, the corporation employ a part of the
hundred thousamd pounds in bringing by pipes
the water ol the Wissabickon Creek imto the
town, 50 as to supply the inhabltants, which 1
apprehend may be done without great difiealty,
the level of that ereck belng much above that of
the city, snd may bo made higher by o dam; 1
also recommend waking the Schuylkill eom-

| pletely navigable.”
